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The international application does not comply with the requirements of unity of invention because it does not 
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follows: 
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further constituent of flic mixture, wherein at least the further constituent may mix with the first constituent to form a 
mixture. 

It is considered that this spray applicator for containing, mixing and releasing comprises a first "special technical 
feature". 

2. Claim 9 is directed to a spray applicator which comprises a container for containing at least one fluid to be sprayed 
which includes an internal agitation means and a drive means separate fi-om but engageable with tiie agitation means. 
It is considered that this spray applicator with the internal agitation means comprises a second "special technical 
feature". 

3 . Claim 10 is directed to a spray applicator which comprises a container, activation means, a container closure 
engageable with the container which includes a fluid opening, at least one reservoir for containing a fiarther constituent 
m fluid communication with the fluid opening and a mixing valve to control the flow of the further constituent fi-om 
the at least one reservoir. It is considered that the container, activation means & container closure comprises a third 
"special technical feature". 

Since the abovementioned groups of claims do not share either of the technical features identified, a "technical 
relationship" between the inventions, as defined in PCT rule 13.2 does not exist. Accordingly the international 
application does hot relate to one invention or to a single inventive concept 
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
